Board Monday evening at its No­ 
vember meeting at the high school 
approved 
preliminary plans for 
a “ far superior” layout for the 
proposed new senior high school 
building that architects said will 
permit m ore efficient use of the 
structure and bring cuts in con­ 
struction costs. 
The first plan had called for a 
Y-shaped building built into the 
hill 
north of the present high 
school. The new plan achieves 
a better grouping of classrooms 
and other units into an L-shaped 
structure that will measure 480 
feet along its main section. Five 
thousand square feet of floor space 
was cut out by the rearrange­ 
ment, the board was told. 
The directors gave approval to 
an estim ated $8,500 bill for moving 
a sanitary sewer line which now 
crosses the site of the proposed 
building. It will be moved south 
as much as 60 feet at some points. 
Representatives of the architect 
firm of J. A. Hamme, York, told 
the directors the cost of the sewer 
change will be reimbursable by 
the state as part of the cost of 
site development.

Another change in school plans 
approved Monday night was to 
add eight feet to the length of 
the gymnasium so that ll feet 
instead of three feet of space will 
be available between the edge of 
the basketball court and the gym 
wall.
